Speaking on a _ subject of 
which he is fully cognizant, 
“Modern Parents and_ their

“The priesthood and parent- 
hood are the two most impor- 
tant vocations,” Father Lord 
declared, and then proceeded to 
remark that whereas a man 
must undergo a long and exten- 
sive training before becoming a 
priest, for prospective parents 
there is practically no instruc- 
tion. This he contended was a 
major cause in the break-up of 
many marriages.

Four Months Spent Behind German Lines 


Monday night, almost two 
years to the day from the time he 
went overseas with theR.C.A.F., 
P/O Brayley returned home. 
At the station to greet him 
were his Mother, Fr. Rector, 
Fr. Phelan and a number of his 


old cronies. He looked great;| 


well rested and stouter than 
when we knew him. After he 
had greeted everyone and 
caught up on the latest news he 


let us have his story (i.e. as 


much as he is allowed to tell.) 
“We were returning from the 
target when a Hun fighter put 
us out of commission and we got 
the order to bail out. The im- 
pact of landing stunned me for 
a while and the first thing I 
noticed was the fighter hovering 


overhead in the moonlight and| 


people were listening to the 
BBC News and it was through 
a poacher that Bill heard of the 
Invasion. He was sleeping in a 
hay loft with another fellow 
when a Maquis rushed in and 
gave them the news which he 
had received over a battery set. 

“During my travels through 
German territory I passed 
through Paris and spent several 
days there. The night I arrived 
the Huns stopped our train in 
the subway for two hours and 
I was afraid the game might be 
up. There were hundreds of 
Germans and we were rubbing 
elbows with them. 

“While I was in Paris the 
French people were very dis- 
couraged and felt that the 
Invasion was never coming. It

to be our plane. I started off

Then the French took over. 
They are a great people, very 
courageous, and they were over- 
joyed when they found out that 
I was a Canadian.

Bill was shot down the night 
of April 10th and was behind 
the German lines till August 
20th. The Germans had cut all 
electricity because the French

Bill’s first contact with the 
Allies was through an American 
spearhead which escorted him 
back through the lines. On the 
way a pocket of German snipers 
was encountered but the spear- 
head got back intact.
